1804 AU 50 NGC. Plain 4, Stemless. B-10, C-13, R.l. Well 
struck on the obverse with deep olive-green color on each side. 
Clean, problem-free surfaces. 

1804 MS 65 Brown PCGS. Plain 4, Stemless. B-10, C-13, R.l. 
Medium-light brown color overall with the reverse somewhat 
darker, traces of faded mint red are seen on both sides and 
some darker mottlings on the obverse. In the obverse field 
behind the lower ribbon end is a thin die break that at first 
glance resembles a scratch. Well struck. 

1810 AU 50 NGC. B-l, C-l, R.l. Medium-dark brown color 
overall. The dies appear to have been slightly out of alignment 
as the right portion of each side is a bit softly defined. An 
attractive, high grade example. 

1829 MS 66 Red and Brow n PCGS. Boldly struck and 
lustrous with exceptionally clean surfaces free from any 
carbon spots or blemishes. Pleasing reddish-brown color. 

1835 MS 64 Brown NGC. Sharply defined throughout with 
even brown color and faint traces of original red surrounding 
the devices. A pleasing, carbon-free coin. 

1853 MS 65 Brown NGC. Sharply struck with bright, glossy- 
brown surfaces that are free from carbon spotting and show' 
muted steel-blue patina over both sides. 


LARGE CENTS 

1794 XF 40 NGC. S-60, R.4. Deep, chocolate-brown color, this 
is a well defined coin exhibiting only the slightest amount of 
porosity on the center of the reverse, and some weakness 
being noted at the right border of the reverse. 

1820 MS 65 Brown NGC. An attractive Randall Hoard 
Coronet cent that displays the normally seen die cracks that 
encircle the obverse stars. Even though brown overall, there 
are tiny portions of original red luster that can still be seen 
beneath the dusky patina. Sharply struck in the centers. 

1820 MS 61 Red and Brown PCGS. Sharply defined 
throughout, the cherry-red color has mellowed considerably 
but still gives the coin an underlying reddish glow. Spotted in 
several areas. There are no die cracks connecting the obverse 
stars as usually seen on Randall Hoard coins. 

1821 XF 40 NGC. A bit softly struck and showing even wear 
over both sides with light reddish-brown color. A scarcer, 
lower mintage date in the Coronet series.

11 1864 Bronze MS 66 Brown NGC. The first year of the new 
bronze composition and an important coin as such. Of 
additional rarity and importance as early Indian cents are 
very elusive in better grades of uncirculated. Well struck, the 
surfaces are a uniform, medium-brown with a bit of mint red 
on each side. 

12 1864 Bronze MS 64 Red PCGS. Although there are a couple of 
noticeable spots on each side, this is still a nice example of our 
first bronze small cent. 

13 1873 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Mostly brown with only 
slight traces of red remaining. There are four contact marks 
on the face of the Native American that prevent a higher 
grade.

The reverse is bright and very nearly 
full red, but the obverse presents a marked contrast with that 
side being a mellow tan color. A very rare issue and much 
scarcer than the Closed 3 strikings.

51 1851 MS 65 NGC. A very sharply struck coin that is 
completely defined in all areas of the design except on some of 
the peripheral stars on the reverse. The surfaces appear to be 
immaculate and are toned a soft, steely-gray.

A lovely example of a gem Type Three 
trime that is attractively toned in multiple shadings on each 
side.

While this is "only" a PR 65, the coin has 
astonishing depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields and 
projects excellent overall eye appeal. Lightly toned with some 
contrast evident on each side.

59 1870 MS 65 PCGS. A very lustrous, essentially untoned 
example that exhibits a near full strike. There is a bit of 
softness on the center digit on the reverse.

PROOF THREE-CENT NICKELS 

61 1866 PR 66 NGC. The early years of this type have always 
been the most difficult to obtain in proof condition. They are 
even tougher in this lofty state of preservation. Pastel golden 
color. Population: 12 in 66, none finer. 

62 1867 PR 66 NGC. Uncommonly high quality for this early 
three-cent nickel proof, with glassy, fully brilliant surfaces. 
Population: 3 in 66, 1 higher (7/95). 

Lovely frosted surfaces with a hint of golden 
color along the left obverse edge. Rarely seen in grades above 
PR 65.

Highly lustrous with a splash of soft apricot- 
gold color on either side. A much underrated issue among 
business strike Shield nickels, particularly as a gem.

66 1869 PR 66 NGC. Deep watery mirrors under a smattering of 

gray and reddish-gold patina. Uncommon so nice. 


67 1872 PR 65 PCGS. Hairline-free and showing just a whisper of 
golden-gray patina over both sides along with a streaky, 
coppery coloration on the reverse. 

68 1872 PR 66 PCGS. The surfaces are essentially untoned and 
display the kind of flashy proof brilliance one seldom finds on 
nickel coinage. A difficult issue so nice. 

69 1882 PR 64 NGC. Deeply mirrored with little visible hairlining 
and light-golden color on either side. The reverse is somewhat 
porous in the center and a small lintmark shows to the left of 
the 5.

Both sides are framed in colorful 
golden-orange and lilac toning. Quite nice for this popular one- 
year type.

Only a pinpoint facial 
mark keeps this outstanding '89 from an even higher grade. 

76 1894 MS 64 NGC. Very well struck overall with gray-violet 
and russet toning covering both sides.

Soft pastel toning and with all the eye 
appeal one expects on a gem Liberty nickel.

Satiny and particularly lustrous 
on the reverse, with almost blemish-free surfaces.

Blushes of golden color appear 
on the highest points. A superb first year Buffalo.

117 1850 MS 64 PCGS. A dazzling satiny example, displaying full 
brilliance on both sides and struck with nearly complete 
sharpness. Certainly not a rarity among Stars Obverse half 
dimes, but choice specimens can be considered quite scarce. 

118 1853 Arrows MS 64 NGC. A heavily toned example of a very 
popular type. Arrows coinage has always been avidly sought 
due to the short tenure of the designs. This particular example 
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actually appears to grade at a higher level and may in fact be 
downgraded as a result of the heavy clashing. 

119 1858 MS 64 NGC. A bold strike in most areas, with lovely mint 
bloom and russet toning heavily overlaid on both sides. 

120 1860 MS 67 NGC. This is one of the finest 1860 half dimes we 
can remember having seen. Apparently, there must have been 
a small hoard of this date at one time because both grading 
services have certified multiple copies of this date in this 
grade (a combined total of 26 for both), but the coins must be 
widely dispersed as we seldom see another example this fine. 
This is an exquisite type coin that is made all the more 
impressive because it is also the first year of the Legend type. 
The devices are fully struck and the coin overall has been left 
to tone naturally, producing a piece with overlays of blue and 
golden-rose. There are obviously no distracting abrasions on 
the surfaces.

122 1833 MS 63 NGC. JR-1, R.3. Essentially brilliant with a light 
covering of dove-gray patina, and very well struck. A few 
small marks are seen on Liberty's cheek accounting for the 
conservative grade. 

Original soft-gray surfaces with 
much of the underlying mint luster intact. A choice type coin 
in the Bust dime series.

High- 
grade coins are almost unheard of and this MS 67 ranks as the 
finest thus far certified by either service. 

128 1887 MS 64 NGC. Attractive deep, steel-gray and aquamarine 
obverse toning with rich, underlying luster. The reverse is 
lighter and predominately golden tinted. 


PROOF SEATED DIMES 

129 1859 PR 66 NGC. Deeply mirrored in the fields with sharply 
contrasting lustrous devices, this is a lovely example of this 
very scarce proof type coin. This design is generally only 
available as a proof in this and the previous year, making this 
quite a desirable item. Deeply toned a rich crimson and 
gunmetal-blue color with nice cameo contrast on the devices. 
Population: 7 in PR 66, 4 finer. 

130 1881 PR 61 NGC. Deep, dusky toning with a few spots on each 
side. 

131 1882 PR 63 NGC. A moderately reflective proof with smoky - 
gray and blue patina that covers both sides. 

132 1885 PR 67 NGC. Very deeply mirrored with some moderate 
frost on the devices, giving the coin a two-toned cameo effect.

Bright, satin-like surfaces with 
traces of golden-russet toning outlining each side.

146 1939-D MS 68 Full Bands PCGS. Not only does this amazing 
Mercury dime border on perfection, hut it also boasts an 
incredibly colorful array of rainbow iridescence on either side. 
Superb. 

147 1941-S MS 67 NGC. Essentially untoned and quite sharp. 

148 1941-S MS 67 NGC. Lightly toned and essentially mark-free. 

149 1944-D MS 68 Full Bands PCGS. Snow-white with 
shimmering, satiny brilliance and an almost total lack of 
blemishes of any kind. A common date, even in superb 
condition, but this amazing piece boldly approaches perfection. 

150 1945-S Micro S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. The shimmering 
satiny surfaces are virtually unmarked. A difficult dime to 
locate with complete band detail. 


ROOSEVELT DIMES 

151 (2) 1946-S MS 67 NGC, one is colorfully toned on both sides, 
the other is brilliant: and (2) 1950 MS 67, both are lightly 
toned on the reverses. All four coins are NGC certified. (Total: 
4 coins) 

152 1955 MS 67 NGC; 1955-D MS 67; and a 1955-S MS 67. All 
three coins are NGC certified and exhibit a little light, original 
toning. (Total: 3 coins) 


TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

153 1875-CC MS 64 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces glow beneath 
medium gray-golden patina. Well struck on the obverse but 
showing the usual softness at the top of the eagle’s left wing. 
An attractive example of this scarcer, low mintage issue. 

154 1875-S MS 64 NGC. Well struck throughout with good luster 
and just the lightest bit of color. Marred only by a small mark 
to the left of the date and a few' abrasions in the left reverse 
field under the eagle's wing. 


EARLY QUARTERS 

155 1805 VF 20 ANACS. B-2. R.4. Light gray surfaces with softly 
defined centers, as usual. 

156 1806 MS 63 NGC. B-9. R.2. Softly struck in the centers, as 
usual, there are very few abrasions on either side. The interior 
portions of each side are light gray-golden with some blue 
color and much underlying iridescence. A lustrous and very 
attractive Draped Bust quarter. 

157 1807 AU 58 PCGS. B-l, R.4. Unlisted die state. The obverse 
stars, date, and LIBERT)' are all shifted from left to right 
approximately 1 mm. This makes everything appear much 
thinner than normal. This was first noticed by Abe Kosoff in 
the WGC sale during 1945-6. Another interesting 
characteristic is that only half of the edge is reeded, the other 


half is plain, a fact that has escaped most numismatists. It has 
finally re-appeared on the market. Struck from clashed dies. 


SEATED QUARTERS 

158 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 62 NGC. Deep gray-blue toning is 
seen on both sides, but the luster is obscured by the depth of 
patination. A popular, one-year type coin. 

159 1873 Arrows MS 63 NGC. The surfaces on this scarce, short¬ 
lived type coin are toned a milky steel-gray over both sides 
and appear to be frosty and quite free of blemishes. 

160 1877 MS 64 PCGS. Heavy russet and sea-green toning covers 
the obverse, the reverse is essentially brilliant. One of the 
more commonly encountered With Motto dates. 

161 1889 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny white with heavily frosted features 
and only a few light marks in the obverse field to the right of 
Liberty. Strong eye appeal on this low total mintage date. 

162 1891-S MS 64 PCGS. Mostly untoned with semi-prooflike 
fields. Due to the partial reflectivity, a few light scratches 
show in the fields. The final year for the Seated design and a 
slightly scarcer issue in mint condition. 


PROOF SEATED QUARTER 

163 1865 PR 64 NGC. This coin is nearly brilliant with just the 

slightest hint of light brown patina. The fields are deeply 
reflective and show a few wispy hairlines. 


BARBER QUARTER 

164 1901 MS 64 PCGS. An extremely choice specimen with 

overtones of gray-rose patina displayed over deep, satiny 
luster on each side. Well struck and unusually free of 
detracting abrasions. 


PROOF BARBER QUARTER 

165 1892 PR 66 NGC. Intense mirror fields set against heavily 

frosted devices, with some milky-violet toning overlaying 
portions of either side. An eye appealing and superbly 
preserved first year proof. Population: 21 in 66, 18 higher. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

166 1917-D Type Two MS 62 NGC. Lightly toned, with nearly 
complete head detail. 

167 1917-D Type Two MS 63 PCGS. At least twice as scarce as the 
Type One Denver issue, this lovely example has some light- 
russet toning visible on each side, yet the eye appeal remains 
very high. 

168 1917-S Type Two MS 64 PCGS. A strong, upper-end example 
of this scarcer early issue. Showing light color on each side, 
the underlying luster is very strong and sparkles as the coin is 
held beneath a light. Also sharply struck with good definition 
on the head of Liberty. 

169 1918-D MS 63 Full Head NGC. A scarce date with a full strike. 
The obverse is a rich violet-golden color and the reverse is a 
bit brighter with an even, light golden tone. 
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170 1923 MS 65 PCGS. Blazing luster with traces of golden color 
equally overlaid on either side. 

WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

171 1932-D MS 64 PCGS. Light golden toning. A borderline gem of 
this rare, key date issue in the Washington quarter series. 

172 1934-D MS 63 PCGS. One of the semi-key Washingtons, this 
coin is mostly brilliant with some splotchy dark-gray obverse 
toning. 

173 1950-S MS 66 PCGS. Superb "mint set" toning enhances both 
sides. A beautiful specimen displaying many colors of the 
rainbow. 


PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

174 1938 PR 65 NGC. A gem example with light, multicolored hues 
of original toning mostly on the obverse. 

175 1941 PR 67 NGC. Brilliant, untoned, and hairline-free. A 
superb example. 


EARLY HALF DOLLAR 

176 1795 Good 4 PCGS. 0-119, R.4. More heavily worn into the 

reverse devices than on the obverse. Beautiful, multicolored 
iridescent patina is seen at the margins on each side. A small, 
but noticeable planchet void is seen below RT on the upper 
obverse. 


BUST HALF DOLLARS 

177 1808 MS 63 PCGS. O-106a, R.2. Lovely silver-gray and rose 
toning with deep-blue patina toward the rim on the obverse 
and showing one dark spot in the center of the obverse. Fully 
lustrous and of obvious importance in mint condition. 

178 1823 MS 64 PCGS. 0-112, R.l. Sharply struck throughout 
with uncommonly well defined hair curls on Liberty. The 
surfaces are free from any mentionable impairments, and both 
sides show a light overlay of silvery-blue patina. 

179 1838 Reeded Edge AU 53 NGC. Well struck with mottled blue 
and golden-rose toning. An attractive, problem-free example of 
this popular type coin. 


SEATED HALF DOLLAR 

180 1888 MS 65 NGC. Slightly reflective in the fields but there is 

no doubt about the coin's non-proof status. There are a couple 
of tiny field marks and the coin overall is covered with a 
dusky, golden-rose color deepening at the peripheries. 
Population: 6 in 65, 5 finer. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

181 1862 PR 64 PCGS. Golden-violet, gray, and cobalt-blue toning 

overlays fully mirrored surfaces. A few wispy hairlines on both 
sides are all but obscured by the colorful toning. One of only 
550 proofs struck. 


182 1876 PR 64 NGC. Both sides are layered in a steely-gold 
toning, with peripheral electric-blue colorations. 

183 1883 PR 64 PCGS. Essentially brilliant with striking cameo 
contrast on both sides. Quite popular as a date. 

184 1891 PR 63 PCGS. Deep, original patination covers both sides 
of this final year issue. A multitude of colors is displayed 
including electric-blue, magenta-rose, and antique-gold. 
Conservatively graded and very sharp. 


BARBER HALF DOLLAR 

185 1907-0 MS 63 PCGS. Deeply and attractively toned with 

much underlying mint luster. An unusually well produced coin 
for the New Orleans mint. 


PROOF BARBER HALF DOLLAR 

186 1895 PR 64 NGC. The watery fields are enhanced with deep, 

stunning, iridescent shadings including jade-green, crimson, 
and antique-gold. A premium coin and one of only 880 proofs 
struck. 


WALKING LI BERTA’ HALF DOLLARS 

187 1916-D MS 64 PCGS. A choice, lightly toned specimen, silvery- 
gray in color with lovely golden-orange accents. Popular as a 
first year issue and an early Walker with the mintmark 
prominently placed on the obverse. 

188 1920 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with good mint luster. A lovely 
mint state early Walker and an excellent value for anyone 
needing such a coin for an uncirculated set. 

189 1920 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with thick, satiny luster. One 
of the few so-called "common" dates among the early Walkers. 

190 1933-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with remarkably clean 
surfaces for the grade and showing virtually no toning on 
either side. A very nice, upper-end example of this scarce 
issue. 

191 1941 -S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck, although not quite full, both 
sides are white and untoned. A choice example. 

192 1942-S MS 64 PCGS. Bright and untoned, except for a spot of 
russet color on the reverse. Typical to slightly above-average 
strike for the issue. 

193 1943-S MS 66 PCGS. Fully brilliant and superbly clean fields, 
the strike is also exceptionally strong for this notoriously weak 
date. 

194 1943-S MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck on all the vital areas of the 
obverse with complete head detail and skirt lines and a split in 
the hand. Die striations in the fields impart a brightness 
lacking from many coins of this issue. A lovely example of this 
scarce S-mint from the '40s. 

195 1944-D MS 67 PCGS. Virtually flawless and almost completely 
white with just faintest trace of golden toning. A superb 
Walker. 


PROOF WALKING LIBERIA HALF DOLLARS 
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196 1938 PR 67 NGC. A superb proof Walker with light color that 
deepens somewhat toward the rims and glints with deeply 
reflective proof mirrors in the fields. 

197 1940 PR 65 NGC. A strict gem proof Walker, sporting an 
overlay of milky-golden patina on either side. 

198 1942 PR 65 PCGS. Seemingly perfect surfaces, the coin is 
brilliant and fully white in appearance. 


PROOF FRANKLIN HALF DOLLAR 

199 1955 PR 68 Cameo NGC. A nearly-flawless cameo. None have 

been graded higher by either service, although NGC has 
graded quite a few Proof-68s. 


PROOF KENNEDY HALF DOLLAR 

200 (7) 1969-S PR 67 Deep Cameo PCGS. All seven coins are black 

and white in appearance, none are toned. (Total: 7 coins) 


EARLY DOLLAR 

201 1795 Draped Bust XF 45 NGC. B-14, BB-51. Easily 

identifiable by the off center punching of the device of Liberty. 
As such, this is an important variety because the mis-centered 
punching was probably the first use of the Draped Bust motif. 
Medium gray patina overall with lighter, almost brilliant, 
accents on the highpoints. Marred only by a rim bump at 4 
o'clock on the obverse and a cut across the eagle on the 


SEATED DOLLARS 

202 1847 XF 40 NGC. Well struck with muted light gray surfaces 
and no large or distracting marks. 

203 1872 VF 30 PCGS. An even, light-gray appearance graces both 
sides. A couple of toning spots are visible on the reverse. 


TRADE DOLLAR 

204 1876 AU 58 NGC. Type One obverse with only three fingers on 

Liberty. Lots of semi-reflective luster highlights this pleasing, 
nicely toned Centennial issue. 


PROOF TRADE DOLLARS 

205 1880 PR 63 PCGS. Deep rose-gray and gunmetal-blue toning 
frames the flashy, mirror surfaces. Only a few hairlines in the 
fields preclude a finer grade. 

206 1880 PR 63 PCGS. Lightly hairlined beneath a layer of even, 
dusky-gold color. This proof-only coin retains most of its 
original brilliance and has no problem shining through the 
toning. The reverse exhibits a peripheral ring of electric-blue 
color.

207 1878 7/8TF Weak MS 65 PCGS. Frosty luster is displayed on 
the obverse and reverse. Lightly toned in milky-white, with 
golden hues beginning to form on the outer rims. 

208 1878 8TF MS 65 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with mild prooflike 
qualities on the reverse. Scarce as a gem. 

209 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Colorful blue and 
gray toning partially frames both the obverse and reverse. 

210 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Nearly identical 
toning patterns as the previous lot with abundant electric-blue 
and rose patination overlaying each side. 

211 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 65 PCGS. A satiny, first year 
example with just a few minimal contact marks. 

212 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 65 PCGS. A rare gem example 
of this scarce 1878 variety. Fully struck on the obverse with 
some lack of definition on the reverse, the surfaces overall are 
surprisingly clean for the issue, and a pale-golden outline is 
seen around the rims. Population: 62 in 65, 1 finer. 

213 1878-CC MS 64 ANACS. Brilliant and fully struck with bright 
mint frost and a few small, scattered abrasions. 

214 1878-CC MS 65 PCGS. Wholly original surfaces that are 
blanketed in pinkish-gray and sea-green toning, displaying 
minimal underlying abrasions. 

215 1879 MS 65 PCGS. Completely toned in mostly gold to golden- 
orange on each side. A lovely piece. 

216 1879 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Mostly brilliant and fully struck. 

217 1879-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Stunning 
deep mirrors with lovely white luster. The '79-CC has always 
been one of the most popular dates in the series, but to obtain 
one in true DMPL has always been a difficult task. A dollar 
sure to bring a lot of bidding attention. 

218 1879-S MS 66 PCGS. Heavily frosted devices stand out in mild 
contrast to satiny fields. Free from all but the most trivial 
marks with spectacular eye appeal. A premium piece, worthy 
of a top bid. 

219 1880 MS 65 ANACS. Well struck and fully lustrous, with 
swirling cartwheel brilliance. 

220 1880 MS 65 PCGS. Boldly defined, this scarce gem date is 
framed in golden-russet toning on both sides. 

221 1880-CC MS 65 PCGS. Full, frosty-white and untoned, an 
above average example of this popular date. 

222 1880-CC MS 65 PCGS. Deep satiny luster embraces the 
obverse and reverse of this Morgan dollar, and the cheek is 
exceptionally free from the abrasions normally encountered. 

223 1880-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A frosty, bright- 
white coin with deeply reflective fields and a very sharp 
strike. The cheek and fields are quite clean with only a few 
light marks. 

224 1880-0 MS 64 PCGS. A white, premium example of this 
condition rarity. One might question why this frosty, untoned 
specimen is housed in an MS 64 holder. 

225 1880-S MS 65 PCGS. A fully brilliant, untoned example.

Crescents of beautiful rainbow 
colors grace both the obverse and reverse amid glittering, 
reflective surfaces. A "must see" coin for the toning enthusiast. 

228 1881-CC MS 63 ANACS. Essentially untoned with subdued 
luster. 

229 1881-0 MS 65 PCGS. A scarce gem example of this more 
difficult O-mint. The reverse is toned in soft-golden hues. A 
boldly struck example. 

230 (5) 1881-S MS 64 NGC, all five coins are fully brilliant and 
display glistening luster. (Total: 5 coins) 

231 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Breathtaking quality, the surfaces are 
almost flawless and the luster is bright and fully frosted. 

232 1881-S MS 67 NGC. Breath taking quality, the surfaces are 
almost flawless and the luster is bright and fully frosted. 

233 1881-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. An ultra-deep 
specimen, untoned and white. 

234 1882 MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant with sparkling 
mint luster. The scarcest of the three P-mint dates of 1882, '83, 
and '84. the 1882 is rarely seen in gem condition because of the 
heavy abrasions that usually accompany this date. This is a 
pristine gem that is free from all but most trivial marks. Very 
scarce in such a superior state of preservation. Population: 42 
in 66, only 1 finer. 

235 1882-CC MS 65 PCGS. Fully white and brilliant, the highpoint 
details are boldly defined. A small contact mark on the eagle's 
breast is mentioned for accuracy only. 

236 1882-0 MS 65 PCGS. A gem example of this scarcer date, 
boldly struck and displaying a rich, satiny appearance on both 
sides. 

237 1882-0 MS 65 PCGS. Thick satiny luster and fully struck, the 
surfaces are exceptionally clean and problem-free. 

238 1882-S MS 66 PCGS. Peerless surfaces uniformly layered in 
soft, mottled shades of deep golden-orange and blue-gray. A 
brilliant streak diagonally bisects the obverse. The 
combination of great color and splendidly preserved surfaces is 
an irresistible quality on this superlative '82-S. 

239 1882-S MS 67 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant, non-contrasting 
surfaces that show virtually no toning on either side.

252 1885-S MS 61 ANACS. untoned, but heavily marked on the 
obverse; and an 1897-S MS 63 PCGS, essentially untoned and 
well defined. (Total: 2 coins) 

253 1885-S MS 63 Prooflike NGC. The fields are dazzling in their 
brilliance and reflectivity, apparently having been struck from 
highly polished dies. Well struck and moderately abraded for 
the issue. 

254 1885-S MS 64 Prooflike ANACS. Brilliant and sharply struck 
with nicely mirrored fields on this scarce Redfield date. 

255 1886 MS 65 PCGS. The bright satiny surfaces are virtually 
untouched by coin-to-coin contact. A very pleasing and 
essentially problem-free coin. 

256 1886-S MS 65 PCGS. The fully brilliant surfaces are 
exceptionally clean for the grade and display a deep, satiny 
luster that is very attractive and pleasing to the eye. This date 
has proved to be rather scarce in gem condition.

A flashy, brilliant specimen, 
boldly struck in the centers and just a few minor surface 
marks from gem quality.

262 1888-0 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant with exceptionally sharp 
definition over Liberty's ear and on the eagle's breast. 

263 1888-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. An exceptional 
deeply mirrored example of this scarce date. The surfaces are 
lightly toned in soft-russet shades and the striking quality is 
quite high considering the usual soft strikes found on this 
date.

268 1889-S MS 64 NGC. Almost completely brilliant with dazzling, 
lustrous surfaces. Only a scrape on the cheek of Liberty 
prevents a gem grade. 

269 1889-S MS 65 PCGS. An enchanting ’89-S. If this is a Redfield 
coin, it is certainly one of the finest. The mint luster is superb 
and swirls around the surfaces virtually unimpeded by post- 
striking impairments. Fully struck. 

270 1890 MS 64 PCGS. Deep, multicolored toning covers the 
obverse while the reverse is brilliant. Well struck. 

271 1890 MS 65 PCGS. Sharply defined throughout with bright, 
frosted mint luster. A premium example 

272 1890-0 MS 65 PCGS. A rare find, the lack of striking details 
usually prevents most upper-end '90-0 dollars from grading 
MS 65. This piece, however, is very sharply defined and the 
clean surfaces are covered with a rich rose tinted patina over 
both sides. 

273 1890-0 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A terrific example of this 
conditionally elusive issue. The striking details are 
surprisingly well brought up for a '90-0 with virtually 
complete definition on each side. Bright, reflective mirrors in 
the fields, the surfaces overall are free from any large or 
distracting marks. Of the utmost rarity and importance to the 
advanced dollar collector. Population: 3 in 65. none are finer. 

274 1890-S MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck with bright satiny luster 
and showing just a touch of light golden peripheral toning. 

275 1891-0 MS 64 PCGS. A vibrant, satiny-white specimen, all but 
free of surface marks and displaying a stronger strike than the 
vast majority of this conditionally rare issue. A great coin for 
the dollar specialist. 

276 1891 -S MS 65 PCGS. Sharply defined with pale scattered bits 
of golden color on each side. Scarce in gem condition. 

277 1892 MS 65 PCGS. Frosty white, with a uniform, milky luster 
on both sides. This piece may be considered above average 
because the strike in the central regions reveals more detail 


than normally encountered. Many 1892 dollars come with flat 
centers and this coin is a pleasing exception. Population 71 in 
65, none finer. 

278 1892-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Untoned and 
flashy with lightly frosted devices and deeply mirrored 
surfaces. Just a few light marks, but none are significant. 

279 1893-CC MS 64 PCGS. A fully struck example of this well 
known strike rarity among Carson City dollars, and an 
important coin as such. The '93-CC is also seldom found in 
mint condition, and such near-gem pieces as this are of the 
greatest rarity and importance to dollar collectors. The 
surfaces are brilliant and nicely frosted with only the slightest 
abrasions. 

280 1893-S VF 20 ANACS. Rich golden patina covers both sides 
with scattered bits of deeper color seen toward the rims. 

281 1894-0 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant throughout, the surfaces 
exhibit a lovely, soft frosted mint luster that is most appealing, 
especially when coupled with the clean features seen over both 
sides. Only a bit softly struck over the ear of Liberty and on 
the eagle's breast. Very scarce in such a superior state of 
preservation. 

282 1896 MS 66 PCGS. A well struck example with unusually 
bright luster, a characteristic not often seen on this date. 
Essentially mark-free. 

283 1896-0 MS 61 Prooflike NGC. Bright and lustrous with two 
small toning spots on the obverse. Quite scarce in prooflike 
with an NGC population of 4 in MS 61. 

284 1897 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny and very well struck, with a 
pleasing, original appearance. 

285 1897-S MS 65 PCGS. Well struck with bright, satiny luster. 
The mostly brilliant surfaces show a splash of deeper color on 
the lower obverse and very light patina elsewhere. 

286 1898 MS 66 PCGS. Light golden toning over virtually flawless 
fields. Much tougher than the early S-mints in this grade. 

287 1898-0 MS 66 PCGS. Superb surfaces overall with bright, 
coruscating luster. There are virtually no abrasions on either 
side and the coin is fully brilliant. 

288 1898-S MS 63 PCGS. Toned a moderate gray-russet on both 
sides, a few minor contact marks are seen on the cheek. 

289 1898-S MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant with semi¬ 
prooflike fields. A sharp looking example of this conditionally 
elusive, late date Morgan. 

290 1899-0 MS 66 PCGS. This is an uncommonly clean, mark-free 
specimen that is extremely bright and lustrous. 

291 1899-0 MS 66 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and fully struck. A 
borderline DMPL specimen. 

292 1899-S MS 65 PCGS. A scarce late date S-mint dollar that is 
very difficult to locate in gem condition. This piece is 
remarkably clean with surfaces that suggest an even higher 
grade, but are held back by some striking weakness in the 
centers. 

293 1900 MS 66 PCGS. A superlative example for the date, satiny 
in texture and lightly toned in pale yellow-gold pastels. 
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1900-0/CC MS 65 PCGS. A brilliant and well struck coin that 
shows a fair amount of both Cs to the unaided eye. 

1900- S MS 65 PCGS. Spectacularly original, displaying an 
overlay of golden-orange toning across satiny surfaces. Scarce 
so nice. 

1901- 0 MS 65 PCGS. An utterly superb, wholly original 
example. The obverse is draped in gray-green and electric-blue 
toning with flashes of rose, while golden, blue-green, and deep- 
rose colorations frame the reverse. 

1901- S MS 65 PCGS. This lovely piece has sparkling mint frost 
and a good strike. The surfaces have a subtle golden-rose 
patina on each side, giving the piece a well balanced 
appearance overall. Population: 78 in 65, 10 finer. 

1902 MS 66 PCGS. An impressive '02-P dollar that is flashy, 
well struck, and shows bright semi-prooflike fields. A 
conditionally scarce and desirable coin. 

1902 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. A strong strike with mildly 
reflective qualities over both sides. Very scarce as such. 

1902- 0 MS 66 PCGS. A pristine, fully struck example 
blanketed on both the obverse and reverse in light gray-gold 
color. 

1902-0 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A brilliant specimen with full, 
watery mirrors on both sides. A rare and elusive prooflike 
Morgan dollar. 

1902-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. It is curious that such a 
common issue as the 1902-0 is so elusive with prooflike fields 
This is another fine example with exceptionally clean surfaces 
and essentially no toning on either side. There is no field to 
device contrast, with the main devices having a bright satiny 
luster. 

1902- S MS 65 PCGS. Good luster with some streaky russet 
toning on the obverse and just a trifle softly struck in the 
centers. 

1903 MS 65 NGC. A high-end specimen that is virtually 
untoned on either side. 

1903 MS 66 PCGS. Superb in every respect, exhibiting vibrant 
luster and complete definition. 

1903 MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. A no-contrast prooflike that 
shows a number of marks that affect the grade of the coin 
Mostly brilliant and untoned. 

1903- 0 MS 66 PCGS. Remarkably clean features with bright, 
satiny luster. A most attractive example of this scarcer late 
date O-mint dollar. 

1904- 0 MS 66 PCGS. Remarkably free of most of the 
troublesome abrasions so often encountered. Bright, satiny 
luster. 

1904-S MS 65 PCGS. A gem example of this rare issue, 
essentially untoned and brilliant as issued. The centers, while 
not completely struck, exhibit better than average sharpness 
for this difficult S-mint Morgan. Population: 39 in 65. 2 higher. 

1921 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant and untoned. 


311 1921 MS 66 PCGS. Though by no means rare, the '21 Morgan 
in 66 or better condition has been found to be substantially 
rarer than many other dates in the series. 

312 1921-D MS 66 PCGS. A shimmering, silvery-gray example, 
well struck and displaying an untoned appearance. 

313 1921-S MS 64 PCGS. Sparkling, brilliant cartwheel luster and 
the absence of the normal detracting bagging abrasions, make 
this a most desirable coin with lots of eye appeal. The centers 
are softly defined and limit the grade. 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLAR 

314 1901 PR 64 PCGS. This is an important proof Morgan, second 

only in importance to the 1895. It is of great interest to 
collectors of this series because of the profound lack of mint 
state 1901 -P dollars, of which business strikes are almost non¬ 
existent in finer conditions. However, choice and gem proofs 
are occasionally available and have long been used as a 
substitute for the elusive business strike. This piece shows no 
contrast, of course, and both sides exhibit a bit of pale-golden 
patination. Scarce in this condition. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

315 1925-S MS 64 NGC. Brilliant and quite lustrous, but a trifle 
soft as usual on the central devices. 

316 1927-S MS 64 PCGS. Original color on each side adds a touch 
of class to this pleasing Peace dollar. For the collector wanting 
a solid coin for the grade. 

317 1928 MS 64 NGC. Deep, original charcoal-gray toning is 
splashed over both sides with the heaviest concentration being 
toward the rims. Scarce and popular low mintage issue. 

318 1928-S MS 65 NGC. A lovely, high-end example of this scarce, 
key date issue. Well struck with only the slightest abrasions 
seen on either side and showing only the slightest traces of 
light golden-russet color.

323 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Satiny with 
a few specks of reddish-gold color on either side. 

324 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 62 PCGS. A bit lackluster on each 
side, there are a few small marks that limit the grade.

325 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 62 NGC. Of the small denomination 
commemorative gold, the '05 Lewis and Clark is the rarest 
issue. It is scarce even in circulated condition and is in great 
demand in mint state. Bright, yellow-gold color. 

326 1917 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. While the surfaces are devoid 
of any meaningful abrasions, that is not the primary focus of 
interest on this coin. Rather, the coin has deep orange-gold 
color on each side that greatly enhances its appearance. A 
shaip looking coin that will surely realize a premium bid. 

327 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62 PCGS. Deep orange-gold luster 
and showing only the faintest evidence of coin-to-coin contact. 

328 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. A light peppering of 
marks make this an affordable example of this final year of 
issue for gold commemoratives. 

329 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Radiant luster with even 
color and virtually mark-free surfaces. 


GOLD DOLLARS 

330 1849-D AU 58 PCGS. While one of the more commonly 
encountered D-mint gold dollars, the '49-D is the first year of 
issue from this mint for a gold dollar, and as such is a popular 
coin with collectors. This is a sharply struck coin with strong 
hair details. The fields are bright and lustrous with a semi¬ 
prooflike sheen overall. 

331 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Bright yellow-gold surfaces, there 
are virtually no abrasions on this popular, short-lived type 
coin. Only the faintest traces of die clashing are seen in the 
fields, and the reverse is especially well defined, but some 
central softness is noted on the obverse. Die bulging is noted 
on the obverse rim between 11 and 12 o'clock. 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLES 

332 1808 AU 58 PCGS. An essential one-year type coin that is 
very rare with only 2,710 pieces struck. From that original 
mintage fewer than 2% survive in all grades. Breen speculates 
that the low survival rate may be due to the weak borders on 
all known coins which exposed them to undue wear. This is a 
borderline uncirculated coin that retains much of the original 
mint luster, especially around the protected portions of the 
devices. Well struck in most areas, but showing some localized 
weakness on the stars on the right side of the obverse and the 
eagle's wing tips. A few shallow field marks are noted, none of 
which merit individual mention. 

333 1831 MS 62 NGC. An obvious rarity with a mintage of only 
4,520 pieces. Of that number very few survive today, but the 
ones that do still exist are rather high quality with the 
average piece being XF-AU with quite a few mint state pieces 
among them. This piece shows just a bit of the normally deep 
reflectivity in the fields. The striking details are not quite 
complete, but well brought up in most areas with only slight 
softness noted at the juncture of the eagle's left wing and 
shield. Bright, lustrous surfaces for the grade, the coin shows 
only small abrasions scattered in the fields, the only ones that 
merit individual mention being a scrape in the right obverse 
field by star 12 and another short one behind the mouth of 
Liberty. A rare opportunity for the advanced gold collector 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES

1842 XF 40 PCGS. An impressively rare date in the Coronet 
series with a mintage of only 2.823 pieces. In the early years of 
this century it was believed that only 2 coins of this date were 
known. Since then several other pieces have surfaced, but it 
still remains a significant coin in terms of absolute rarity. It is 
even more significant, perhaps, as a condition rarity with very 
few pieces known above the XF level. This is a nice coin for the 
grade with much deep reddish-golden color and only one 
mentionable abrasion, that being a dig between stars 5 and 6. 

335 1844 MS 60 PCGS. Only 6,784 pieces were struck of this rare 
issue, and this is the finest piece known. The few surviving 
pieces generally grade Fine to VF or, on occasion, XF at best. 
This is the only mint state example certified by either of the 
major services, and to our knowledge stands as the finest 
known. The strike, particularly on the obverse, is quite strong 
and only a minor amount of softness is noticed to the left of 
the shield on the reverse. The surfaces are light in color and 
retain a good deal of hidden luster amid prooflike fields. 

336 1857-0 AU 55 PCGS. This issue is known for striking details 
that can be downright terrible, but this coin shows little 
evidence of that. The obverse is very sharply defined and it is 
only on the reverse that we see slight weakness on the eagle's 
neck and leg. The surfaces are clean and most of the original 
luster is still intact. An affordable high grade example. 

337 1857-0 AU 58 NGC. One of just 34,000 pieces struck, this 
bright yellow-gold specimen is particularly well struck for the 
issue and just a whisper of rub from uncirculated. 

338 1859-S XF 45 PCGS. A difficult S-mint quarter eagle from a 
mintage of just 15,200 pieces. This piece is fairly sharp and 
shows ample evidence of luster. 

339 1861 MS 62 PCGS. Fully detailed with shimmering mint 
brilliance. While not particularly scarce in uncirculated, this 
issue is popular with both type and Civil War era collectors. 

340 1873 Closed 3 MS 61 PCGS. Moderately scarce as an issue and 
slightly more difficult than the Open 3 variety. Light orange 
patina in the protected areas. 

341 1877-S MS 62 NGC. Well struck. 

342 1887 MS 60 PCGS. Bright semi-prooflike obverse. One of just 
6,160 business strikes issued. 

343 1907 MS 62 PCGS. A satiny, final year issue. 


PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 

344 1907 PR 60 PCGS. Fully mirrored with appreciable contrast 

between fields and devices. The 1907 is scarcer than generally 
believed with only 65 or so pieces believed extant out of the 
original mintage of 154 coins. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

345 1914 MS 61 NGC. One of the slightly tougher dates in 
uncirculated grade. This piece is very pleasing with no major 
marks and slightly subdued luster. 

346 1914-D MS 63 NGC. Attractive reddish-gold overtones. One of 
the three or four most difficult mint state issues in the Indian 
quarter eagle series. 

347 1915 MS 62 NGC. Sharp and lustrous. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the July Population Report or the April Census Report from NGC. 
All Trends values are from July. 
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348 1927 MS 63 PCGS. Quite frosty with only a few minor field 
marks precluding a higher grade. 

349 1928 MS 64 NGC. Premium color and luster for the grade, but 
a few bothersome marks are seen on either side limiting the 
grade. 

THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

350 1856-S AU 58 PCGS. Almost exclusively found well worn, the 
comparatively high mintage (34,500 pieces) '56-S is a real find 
in problem-free AU or better condition. This piece is kept from 
mint state by some slight friction of the highpoints of the 
obverse and is almost completely lustrous on the reverse. 

351 1861 MS 62 PCGS. Scarce in absolute numbers, as its 
mintage of 5,959 pieces would suggest, the typical 1861 grades 
in the VF-XF range and mint state survivors are few and far 
between. This elusive uncirculated piece displays shimmering 
mint brilliance and only scattered field marks keep it out of 
the select category. 

352 1878 AU 58 PCGS. Bright surfaces displaying only the 
slightest rub. 

353 1878 MS 64 PCGS. An impressive type coin, this piece not 
only possesses the exceptional luster 1878 threes are known 
for, but there is a slight reddish-gold tint about the borders 
that exudes originality. Just a few light marks to the left of 
the wreath on the reverse preclude a gem rating. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

354 1810 Large Date, Large 5 MS 60 NGC. While the Large 
Date, Large 5 half eagles are one of the more "common" issues 
of the Capped Draped Bust Left type, there is certainly 
nothing common about the condition or appearance of this 
lovely piece. The bright, lustrous surfaces are well defined on 
the obverse, and the reverse is a bit soft, as usually seen. 

There are no mentionable abrasions on either side, but several 
very shallow adjustment marks are noted running diagonally 
across the upper portion of the face of Liberty. These really 
have little impact on the overall attractiveness of the coin. 

355 1813 AU 58 NGC. First year of the modified John Reich 
design, and as far as this type is concerned, one of the more 
easily located dates. This is a very sharply struck coin that has 
lighter yellow-gold color and nearly complete mint luster. 
There is one noticeable abrasion-a short cut in the middle of 
Liberty's cheek. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 

356 1836 MS 62 NGC. The devices are not only very well struck 

for a member of the Classic Head series, but they are 
exceptionally frosty as well. There are a number of tiny 
abrasions in the fields that keep this flashy early five from 
even higher accolades. 


LIBERT)’ HALF EAGLES 

357 1841 AU 50 NGC. A scarce early Coronet five, and an issue 

that exists in mint state only in small numbers. This piece 
represents an opportunity to acquire a near-mint example at 


an affordable price. The devices are sharply struck with good 
definition even on the eagle's leg. The bright surfaces show a 
few scattered, small abrasions. Trends $2,600. 

358 1842-C Large Date XF 45 PCGS. While not nearly as scarce as 
the Small Date variety of this date and mintmark, the '42-C 
Large Date is still a very difficult issue, especially in XF and 
better condition. The surfaces here are a fairly bright yellow- 
gold and show some of the normal softness on the highpoints. 

359 1843 AU 58 NGC. Sharply defined with most of its original 
luster remaining. 

360 1853 MS 62 PCGS. An important No Motto type coin, this 
piece displays rich golden color and a particularly sharp strike. 

361 1854-D AU 58 NGC. By Dahlonega standards, the '54-D five 
can be considered relatively common, even in grades 
approaching mint state. The bright yellow-gold surfaces do 
show some mushiness at the borders, but are fairly sharp 
through the central details. A really pleasing type coin that 
should be of considerable interest to prospective bidders. 

362 1857 AU 55 PCGS. A very scarce coin, especially in AU 
condition, and in fact, scarcer than several mintmarked issues 
from this decade. The surfaces are bright and semi-prooflike 
with only a few modest marks in the obverse field. 

363 1858-C XF 45 PCGS. Reasonably sharp, as are most '58-C 
fives, with numerous light marks in the fields interrupting the 
remaining luster. A very scarce Charlotte half eagle in all 
grades. 

364 1859 AU 50 PCGS. Very rare in strict uncirculated condition, 
only a small handful of'59-P half eagles are known above the 
AU level. This piece is quite lustrous and has an amazingly 
strong strike. There are a few minor marks scattered about, 
the obverse, none of which are of singular importance, but a 
large gouge is noted at 12 o'clock on the reverse. Trends 
$4,750 in MS 60. 

365 1871 MS 61 NGC. This date is considered very rare with a 
tiny mintage of only 3,230 business strikes, most of which 
grade only VF or XF. Mint state pieces are virtually unknown 
and this is the only example thus far certified by NGC, PCGS 
has graded a single MS 65. Well struck with bright, semi- 
reflective fields and peppered with small field marks on each 
side limiting the grade. Trends $4,700 in AU, unlisted any 
higher. 

366 1871 -S XF 45 PCGS. A nice example of this scarce and 
conditionally elusive San Francisco issue, even more difficult 
than than the modest mintage of 25.000 pieces would suggest. 
Traces of coppery toning about the peripheries. 

367 1873 Open 3 MS 62 PCGS. Well defined except on the eagle's 
neck, the coin has an attractive orange-gold patina and shows 
a few small marks, mostly on the obverse. 

368 1880 MS 61 NGC. A slightly better date in the Liberty five- 
dollar series, this piece exhibits a bright, satiny appearance 
and is minimally marked for the grade 

369 1880 MS 62 PCGS. Extremely lustrous and, save for some 
minor softness on the eagle's neck, equally well defined. 

370 1880-S MS 62 NGC. Lustrous with pale violet overtones. 

371 1882 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and sharp with a halo of patina 
about the peripheries. 
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372 1882 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous 
surfaces. 

373 1884-CC Fine 15 NGC. A very scarce Carson City five and one 
that shows extensive wear on the highpoints with some 
reddish-gold color. Trends $385. 

374 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with light orange-gold 
color. 

375 1896-S AU 55 NGC. A scarce date in high grade. This piece is 
lustrous and bright, displays no major marks and only a slight 

376 1901-S MS 62 PCGS. Rich yellow-gold color. 

377 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. A fully detailed specimen, ideal for type. 

378 1904 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and satiny with no overly 
distracting surface marks. 

379 1906 MS 62 PCGS. Clean for the grade with shimmering mint 

380 1907 MS 64 PCGS. Nearly mark-free and toned in natural 
pale-violet and olive shades. 

381 1907-D MS 62 PCGS. Very well struck and exhibiting a bright, 
frosty appearance. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

382 1908-S MS 62 PCGS. Appearing much finer at first glance, 
there are a few wispy hairlines on the top of the reverse, 
apparently the coin was wiped at one time but there is no 
perceptible brightening on that portion of the coin or loss of 
luster. Good looking piece, especially on the front. 

383 1911-S MS 62 PCGS. A strong strike overlaid in rich orange- 
gold hues, with only a few scattered surface marks. Pleasing 
for the grade and considerably less expensive than the few 
superior pieces that are known. 

384 1914 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous and well struck with a few field 
marks on the reverse that account for the grade. 


EARLY EAGLE 

385 1795 AU 58 PCGS. B. 1-A. The most commonly encountered 

variety of the year, characterized by a minute die scratch 
extending into the field from the top left of the Y in LIBERTY. 
The fields are bright and prooflike, giving the piece its 
strongest element of eye appeal. The striking details are well 
defined, especially on the obverse, with only slight softness 
noted in the center of the eagle's breast, as often seen. The left 
obverse field has numerous diagonally slanting die striations. 
which were done in the mint prior to striking that impart the 
prooflike finish. These striations are crossed by several 
horizontal adjustment marks in the center and left side of the 
obverse. The combined effect of both together create a minor 
visual distraction, but. both are mint caused and do not affect 
the technical grade of the coin. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

386 1844-0 XF 40 NGC. Bright yellow-gold with numerous light to 

medium abrasions and remnants of luster around the devices. 


1851-0 XF 45 PCGS. Light yellow-gold surfaces with nearly 
enough luster to qualify as an AU. Common by No Motto ten- 
dollar standards, but a very collectible early New Orleans 


388 1862 Ungraded (Damaged) ANACS. We'll call it XF 45 Heavily 
Marked and Cleaned. A scarce No Motto ten of which only 
10,995 pieces were struck. 

389 1868 XF 40 NGC. A very scarce date in all grades and virtually 
non-existent above the XF level. This piece shows good 
striking details, but there are a few noticeable small abrasions 
and contact marks. Trends $1,200. 

390 1878-S XF 40 PCGS. A rare issue in all grades that is 
generally unavailable any finer than XF. This piece displays 
smooth, evenly worn surfaces and a generally bright 
appearance, while some pale violet toning is seen about the 
devices. 

391 1881-CC AU 50 NGC. An elusive Carson City issue, 
particularly in lesser worn grades, one of just 24,015 pieces 
struck. This is an appealing example, free of obvious 
distractions and displaying a good bit of satiny luster in the 
protected areas. Trends $1,100. 

392 1881-CC AU 53 PCGS. A moderately scarce CC ten and one 
that is rarely seen above the VF-XF grade level. This is an 
attractive and original coin that has much deep reddish color 
and good portions of luster remaining. Trends $1,100. 

393 1884-CC XF 40 PCGS. A rare date among Carson City tens 
with only 9,925 coins struck. This piece is well defined for the 
grade with especially good detailing on the reverse. Some deep 
original color characterizes this coin and there is a small 
scratch to the right of the date. Trends $1,200. 

394 1887-S MS 63 PCGS. Sparkling mint luster with only a few 
light, well scattered abrasions noticed on each side, accounting 
for the grade. A condition rarity, PCGS has certified only 7 
other specimens in MS 63, none finer, NGC has certified only 

1 MS 63. none finer (7/95). 

395 1890-CC AU 58 PCGS. Quite frosty with a better appearance 
than many, if not most, low grade uncirculated pieces. 

396 1892-CC MS 61 NGC. Bright and satiny with only a few 
scattered and unobtrusive field marks on either side. The '92- 
CC ten is a fairly obtainable issue up to and including AU 
condition, but true mint state pieces are quite scarce. 
Population: 2 in 61, 3 higher (7/95). 

397 1894 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with a pleasing pinkish-gold tint. 

398 1901 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply detailed with a thick, satiny 
brilliance. 

399 1905 MS 62 NGC. Minimally abraded with strong details and 
bright, satiny luster. A scarcer P-mint eagle that is seldom 
found finer. 

400 1907 MS 63 PCGS. A select final year issue that is overlaid on 
both sides in rich golden-orange patina.

401 1908-D Motto AU 50 PCGS. Well struck with light reddish

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402 1908-S AU 58 PCGS. One of the lowest mintage dates in the 
series (59,850 pieces) and an issue that is most often found 
with considerable wear. This piece displays vibrant luster and 
just a suggestion of rub separates it from mint state. 

403 1910-S AU 55 NGC. Nearly complete luster, but downgraded 
by some wispy obverse hairlines. Scarce in mint state.

408 1878 MS 62 NGC. Quite frosty with only a few pinpoint marks 
on Liberty's cheek. Clearly finer than the typical uncirculated 
example of this early Type Three issue. 

409 1878-CC XF 40 NGC. Bright surfaces with remnants of 
prooflike luster. A scarcer Carson City date with a mintage of 
13,180 pieces, most often seen well worn. 

410 1879-S AU 55 PCGS. Partially lustrous with a few stray marks 
on the obverse. Strict mint state examples of this date are 
quite scarce, so the appearance of a '79-S this close creates an 
affordable alternative. Trends $595 in AU 50, $1,250 in MS 60 

411 1879-S MS 60 NGC. Sparkling mint luster with only a hint of 
scuffiness found on Liberty's cheek. A true condition rarity, 
only occasionally found in average uncirculated grade. 

412 1884-CC MS 60 NGC. Full mint frost and displaying minimal 
abrasions for a coin of this grade, there are several toning 
spots visible on the obverse. The 1884-CC is one of the more 
common CC twenties in grades up to AU, but mint state pieces 
can be difficult to find and choice coins are rare. Population: 25 
in 60, 24 higher. 

413 1891-S MS 62 PCGS. An unusually lustrous and pleasing coin 
for the grade. Rarely seen finer 

414 1892-CC AU 58 PCGS. Bright, semi-prooflike fields with a 
few scattered abrasions. Very close to mint state. Sure to be a 
popular lot as high grade Carson City gold is always in 
demand by collectors. Trends $1,150 in AU 50. $3,350 in MS 
60. 


415 1898 MS 62 NGC. Pleasing, well frosted surfaces that display 
original golden-orange color. 

416 1900 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny and very nearly of gem quality, 
kept from that higher status by a few trivial surface marks. 
Deep sunset-orange colorations.

SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES

unobtainable any finer.

PROOF SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLE 

421 1911 PR 64 PCGS. Even though the official mintage for 

proofs of this year was 100 pieces, this is really not a 
meaningful number because so few coins are known today. 
Apparently the mint produced, on speculation, small numbers 
of these non-traditional proofs each year. The public was never 
as enthusiastic about matte proofs as mint officials were and, 
as a result, few were ordered and even fewer survive today. 
Estimates of survivors for this date range from a low of 12-15 
to as high as 20 coins. We believe that perhaps as many as 25- 
35 separate pieces may survive today in all grades. With the 
1911 issue, the mint continued the matte proofing process that 
began in 1908. This piece shows thousands of tiny sparkling 
facets under magnification and the basic mustard color is 
overlaid by a thin veneer of olive-green. The surfaces are 
nearly flawless, the only visible imperfections are a couple of 
microscopic marks on Liberty's leg and a small luster break on 
the eagle's wing. This is an extraordinary matte proof double 
eagle. Population: 3 in PR 64, 12 finer.
